1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 1, line 11, 
"3,022,3 16" should apparently be replaced by -3,022,054-. 

Appropriate correction is required.

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1, lines 12-13, the 
phrase "decreases in cross section from downstream from the gas inlet" would make more sense 
if replaced by —decreases in cross section downstream from the gas inlet—. In claim 1, line 17, 
applicant may wish to insert -upper- prior to "wall portions" so as to be consistent with the 
language on line 19 of claim 1, as well as language within the dependent claims. In claim 1, line 
1 8, applicant may wish to replace the term "portions" with —positions— after "spaced" to be 
consistent throughout the claims. Appropriate correction is required.
